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After that.this Tutor dy'd of a Aap which 
he got in his Oid Age, and the Palatine was put 
under the care of Ponocrates; who order'd Him

to put on his Cloaths, which he generally co 
ver'd with a large thick trize Coat,lin*'d with 
Fox Skins ;. then to Comb his Head with x 
German Comb, that 1s to ſay, his four Fingers 


and Thumb. For his Tutor told him, That 


to comb, waſh, and finihe himſelf any other. 
wiſe, was but to waſte time in this world. After 
that he was order'd methodically to evacuate 
as well by Stool as Urin, to break wind, hauk 
ſpit, hickup, ſneeze, and ſo to Breakfaſt, whict 
was generally upon good Weſtphalia Hammy 
Carbonadoes, cold Chicken or Partridges with 
Oyl and Vinegar , or fat Brewis to keep out 
the Infefticns of the Air, "Tis true, Ponocratd 
- told him, *twas not wholſom for him to Ex 
ſo ſoon after he was up, betore he had per! 
form'd ſome Exerciſe. How ſo ? (aid the Pala 
tine ; Have I not rowl'd and tumbl'd in mj 
Bed ar leaſt fix or ſeven times before I gor up! 
Pope Alexander did fo, by the Advice of tht 
Jew his Phyfitian , and liv'd till he dy'd ir 
ſpite of all the world. 

After Breakfaſt,he went to Church,carrying 
along with him i a large Pannier, a huge Bre 
viary, 
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viary, weighing Cover and Parchment, and 
all little leſs than Eleven hundred and fix 
Pounds, There he heard about Six and twenty 
or thirty Maſſes, And at the ſame time came - 
to him a Mumbſer of Orifons, with his Chin 
muflI'd up like the Fhooring Bird,with whom 
he mutrer'd over all his Ky1ie Eleyſon's, more 
than fixteen Hermirs coald have ſaid rih” time, 

This done, he went to Dinner upon ſome 
Dozens of Hamms, Nears Tongues, Herring, 
Saucidpes,and fuch other V ancurriersoft Wire 
while four Men tftood ready to throw in Mus 
ſtard into his Mouth by ſhovel tuils, ro make 
him taſt his Liquor , which was a hideous 
draught of W hitewine to com'ort his Ridneys, 

But this was no more than a Wine Cooper 
could have done; and therefore Pon:crates re- 
ſolvd to give his young Pupil more Prince! y 
Education. To which purpoſe,the famous Gy»:- 
maſtes was (ent for, and entertain'd in Pay, to 
teach the young Palatine to ride the great 
Horle.Every morning therefore he was mount- 
ed, ſometimes upon a Barb, ſometimes upon a - 
Genet ; and a fine Sight it was to ſee him tome» 
times curvetting in the Air , at another time 
either leaping Ditches, or taking Pales or 4; 
high Wall,that his Horſe could but juſt lay his 
Noſe over, At another time, [ cannot ſay he 
was for breaking his Launce; for that's the: 
2 19!ot 
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idleſt thing i'the world to fay , I have broken 
ren Launces at a Tilting, or in a Battle; any 
Carpenter might ſay as much : bur the honour 
lyes in breaking ten Launces of the Enemy 
with one of his own. His bulincſs therefore 
was with a ſtiff lron-cheek'd Launce at one 
rime to pierce a Coat of Armour, throw Cown 


a Tree, or upon the point of it to carry away 


a great Saddle, a Halbert or a Gauntlet, and 
this too all in compleat Artnour himſelf from 
head to foot : and then for the Pop and Smack: 
to encourage his Horſe, there was no man could 
compare with him. The Curverter of Ferrara 
was but an Ape in compariſon of him; he 
would leap out of one Saddle into another 
without alighting : and with his Launcein his 
fiſt, when upon the Ground, would mount his 
Courſer without Bridle or Stirrups, and guide 
him as he liſted, He wreſi'd,run and leap'd to 
admiration. He made nothing of a Ditch ten 
paces wide : he would run (ix paces up a ſteep 
Wall, ard clamber up to a Window ten foot 
high. He would run up a Tree like a Cat,and 
leap from Bough to Bough like a Squirrel, And 
which was more, with two ſtrong ſteel Dag- 
gers, and two ſtrong Bodkins he would run up 
ro the top of a Houſe like a Rat, and come 
down again without ever hurting himſelf, And 
by ſuch Exerciſes as theſe, he inur'd himſelt 
in 
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in ſuch a manner to Military Labours, that he 
won himſelf the fame of being one of the moſt 
hardy and hopeful Knights in all Afopia. 


Chap; 2, Of certain remarkable Paſſages that 
foretold bis future Grandeur, 


Hile he was thus under Tutelage, it 
happen'd that he went in the Sum- 

mer time into the Country, partly.to take the 
Air, and partly to learn the way of ſeeking 
Forreſt Adventurc:,after the manner of the An- 
cient Champions,of whom he refolv'd to be an 
exact Imitator. And it is reported, that he was 
ſo enrag*d againſt one Forreit for harbouring

However 
this great and magnanimous reſolution of his 
to revenge his Horſes Buttocks, had ſpread it 
ſelf far and near;ſo that when he return'd back 
to Lutetia, Heaven's ! how the people throng'd 
in. heaps to ſee him. Some in Admiration of 
his growing fame, others expeRting he would 
=. have 
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have ſet all the Conduits a running Wine, to 
give them his welcom to Town, Bur as he ' 


rode along, the Multirude and Prefs of the 
Rabble was ſo extraordinary,that he was forc'd 
to ſtep from his Saddle into one of the Towers 
of the Temple of Noſterdamnus, Where being 


at a little Eaſe, and ſeeing the vaſt Cluſters of 


People underneath him; Ple lay my Life,quo 
he, theſe Ragamufhns expeCt that I ſhould 
give em my welcom home : If I do, quo he, 
it ſhall be in Wine of my own Burning ; and 
ſo ſaying, he let go from his Priap:rs with that 
frankneſs and generoſity, that he drown'd no 
leſs than Thirty four thouſan?, four hundred 
and eighteen, beſides Women and Children, 
They that eſcap'd the terrible ſhower, when 
they were got out of danger, ſweating, cough- 
ing, ſpitting, and quite out of breath all in 
kurly burly and contuſion,ſome fell a Swearing 
and Curlirg like ſo many Tinkers ; others 
could not chooſe but laugh at the Concett :

have heard, ſaid he, the Cafe argu'd, and 
now what think you of it ? Ns quo they, ant 
pleaſe you Sir, we have heard it, but the 
Devil a bit do we underſtand it. Well ſays 
the Palatine, *then Vle make an end of ir, for 
I can find no ſuch difficulty in it, as you pre- 
tend. Hearken therefore to the Sentence of 
the Ccurt which is this. The Court having 
confidered the horrible ſhuddering of thawFlick- 
mouſe in her brave retreat from the Summer 
Solſtice, ro court the Kickſhaws of the' Age 
that were got Sick of the Pip with their over- 
nights debauchery, ſo that the good Woman 
was frighted from her Marketing by that 
ſame Hypocrite of an Archer, that ſtands al- 
ways with his Bow bent in the «ky; and 
forc'd to walk with her Feet ſwell'd, one Stoc- 
kin oft and Yother on, therefore the Plaintiff 
has juſt cauſe of Complaint; and therefore in 
Conſcience the good Woman ought to be re- 
imburs'd 
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imburs'd in Gew-gaws to the full number of 
the Hairs upon the Heifers back ; and fo 
much for the Embroiderer, that is to ſay, fo 
much for that. The Plaintiff is alſo diſcharg*d 
from all Royal Proſecutions upon any Infor- 
mation for not having fnade all cleaq after « x- 
oneration, as was fairly decided by two per- 
fumers upon a fair Tryal of his Bum Gun- 
ſhot level'd-exattly at a Ciudle of Wallnurs. 
Oaly becauſe the Plaintiff has charg'd the De- 
fendant to be a Cybler, a Runaway, and a 
Clipper of Money, which after long Jangling 
an] Wrangling the Plaintift has not prov'd, 
the Court condemns him in three large pair 
of Drawers full of Cheeſe-curds well prefs'd to- 

ether, Gingembob'd and Cod-piec'd after the 
alhion of the Countrey, payable to the De+ 
fendant every Mid- Auguſt in May. Oa the 
other (1de, the Dzfendant (hall be oblig'd 9 
furniſh the Plaintiff with Hay and Tow to 
open the paſſige of his Guttural Trap doors, 
when ever they ſhall be pcſter'd with any Fat 
Morſels that are ready to choak him : and fo 
to be good Friends as before, 

This decree was look't upon as a thing be- 
yand imagination. For it never hippen'd lince 
the Flood, nor ever will happen in thirteen 
Jubiles, that two Perſons fo long at Daggers 
drawing as Zeb Dee and Rich. Roe had been, 
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were ever fo ſatish'd with a decree as thoſe two * 
Adverſaries were. As for the Counſellors and 
DoQors that were preſent, they were all in 
an Extaſie formthree hours together ; and ſome 
of *em were in fuch an amaze that they were 
forc'd to throw Roſe-water and Vinegar in their 
faces to fetch 'em again. And as for the two 
Princes they fate ſtaring upon one another, 
like two ſtrange Cats in Adnfiration that a 
Perfon ſo young as the Palatme ſhould be able 
to underſtand the Laws and Cuſtoms of Aſto= 
pia better than all the moſt learned Counſel- 
lors and.

Francis, but what ever he was, his tongue 
ſeidom lay ſtill, and he ſet other mens tongues 
a going as faſt as his own, There was not a 
diſh of Meat that came to the Table, but he 
had ſomething ro comment upon it, Quo he, 
of all the Fiſh that ſwim in Salt or Freſh wa- 
ter, except it be a Tench, give me the Wing 
of a Partridge, or the Thigh of a Nux, and 
by my conſent he ſhall never be look't upon 
as a pood fcllow that dyes with an empty = 
mack, 
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mack, uo the Prince of Naceleor, I know 
one of your Coat, that always commanded 
the White of a Capon.

Iam of your Opinion, quo the Palatine to 
the Flamm ( tor by this the Glaſles had paſs'd 
round pretty often) when a man Fights let 
him Fight, and when he Drinks le! him Drink, 
as a Sea Captain'told my Grandfather of blef- 
ſed Memory. I hate a man like poyſon that 
fiyes, when he ſhould be laying abouc him and 
playing the Devil with two ſticks, I wiſh 1 
were but King of Afopia for tourſcore or 
a hundred Years or fuch a Matter, by the 
Belly of St, Anthony, it I would not feed my 
Grey-hounds with all thoſ? daſtardly Cowards 
thar fled from the Battle of Pavia, and lefr 
their King in the lurch, a murrain take *em 3 
why did they not rather die than deſert that 
brave Prince in his Neceflity ? For 1s it not 
far more honourable to die in the Field brave» 
ly hghting ſor his Life, than to live with the 
reproachtul CharaQet of a faint. hearted Cow - 
ard ? I have heard that Don Luixote was a 
man 
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man of ſo much mertle, that he would have 
fought with the Devil hlmſelf : immortal be 
his Honuur : for, for my/part I had rather be 
a Cuckold than a Coward at any time : for 
the one a man cannot help, the other he may, 
But Sir, quo the Duke of Longvi/age,we have 
2 Sd in Aſfopia, better be a Coward 
than Fool Hardy, I know, reply'd the Pala- 
time, there are many good Aſtepian Proverbs 
bur this is the worſt thatever I heard, -For un- 
der” the ſhelter of this Proverb, a man may 
make a thoufand pretences for his Cowardice : 
away with it, Farnigny, away with it. I would 
not have a generous man have'it in his thoughts, 
for fear it ſhould make him Chickcn- hearted 
in the day of Battel, I will be bound, Meſſi- 
eurs,to be fed in a great Trunk with Chocolate 
and Cheeſe-cakes all the days of my Life if my 
Grandfather by the Mother's 1de had ever 
worn the Crown of Aftopia, had he thought 
of this Proverb, And of all men in the World 
he 1s the only Hero that I propoſe to imitate. 
For whether he combated in the Field or in 
the Chamber *cwas all one to him : and were 
I now as deep in the Book of Feme as He, I 
would not care if I were ſtabb'd ro morrow. 
For then a man wculd be at the end of his

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are the Celeſtial Palaces of great Princes ) and } 
ſee with delight the Trophics and Statues eve- 
ry where ſet up in memory of his Heroick A-

glaſs and golden Leather, to the Marble Efh- 
gies and Pyramid of Braſs, | 

The two Aſftopian Princes hearing theſe 
words, and judging of the abounding magna- 
nimity of the Heart out of which the mouth | 
ſpoke, lookt upon one another, but ſaid not | 
a word, only laid up his ſayings in their breaſts, | 
to make their comments upon them at more let | 
ſure, But there were others that fate at the Ta- | 
ble,that were ſo ſmitten with terror to behold| 
the ſternneſs of his Delivery,and the Reſolution | 
of his Mind, that their Hearts ſank down to i 
their Midrifts, and they made Private vows to | 
themſelves to provoke the anger of Fupiter | 
himſelf,. before they would incur the Palatines'! 
Indignation. Inſomuch that many Company: | 
ktepers aw'd the HeCtors and Bullys of Lutetia | 
only by naming his name, as Nurſes fright their | 
Children with Rawhead and Bloody Bone.

tell for my life how it began, neither does the 
Aſtopian Hiſtory ſpeak any thing of it, and 
therefore moſt ſurely it mult have come in by 
Head and Shoulders ; for that it did come in, 
and that there was ſuch a diſcourſe , we find 
in the fifreenth Volume of Hiſtorical and Po- 


| litical Refleftions, Printed at Cologne, in-the 


year of Grand Revolutions. Neither was there 
ſo much improbability, bur that there might 
be ſuch a diſcourſe, conſidering the Nature of 
the Aſtopian Soil, which does not only infuſe

habitants, but alſo into all Foreigners' that 
bring any Brains along with them into the 
Country.

would reach in time. So that whether he-took 
upon him the Perſon of Theſers, Hercules, Pe- 
ritbous, Jaſon, or any other of the Ancient 
Hero's, he would find Adventures anow to 
exerciſe his magnauwimoyus Reſolutions up>n, 
and ſpread his Fame beyond whatever was yer 
recorded in Story. 

The Palatine on the other fide return'd 
them a Cartload of thanks for their good Com- 
pany, Proteſting withal, that he would omit 
no occaſion of ſhewing his readineſs to be 
ſerviceable not only to themſelyes, but to the

But the Arragonian Bakers not on» + 
ly refus'd the Aftopian V intagers their requeſt, 
but alſo gave them ill Language, calling chem 
Tooth-Gapers, Sherks, Shitta beds, Slubberde- 
w_—_ » Liquoriſh Whelps ,\ Loggerheads , 

ubbers , Smelfeaſts, Milkſops , Meacocks, 
Hoydons, Scoundrels , Lazy Rogues, and I 
know no: what my (elf ; Language indeed not 
to be endur'd by any Men that had any mettle 
in 'em, Thereupon a notable brick 4Aſfopian, 
who went by the name of Sturdy 4! bearing 
up to the Bakers, How long, quo he, have 
your Horns been grown that you are becothe 
ſo malapert? We ask'd you civilly, and for 
you to refuſe like Churls as you have, is no 
good Neighbourhood ; nor do we uſe you {o 
when you come to usto buy our good Wheat 
to make your Bunns. To which one Rounct- 
val, a great Cudpel Player among the Bakers, 
inſtead of returning an Anſwer, gave him ſuch 
alick with his W tip over the Shins, that he 
C 3 made 
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made the Blood ſpin out of his Stockins, 
Which the Vintagers ſeeing, they call'd the 
Husbandmen that were peeling of Walnuts 
hard by, totheir affiſtance, and fell upon the 
Bakers with ſo much fury, that they made a 
horrid rout among 'em, and took from *em a» 
bove fourſcore and five doz:n of Bunns, There- 
upon the Bakers went home, and ſhewing 
their broken Panniers,crackr Crowns and torn 
Jerkins to the Duke of Scwreface, the Chief 
Governour of all the Arragorian Provinces, 
demanded Satisfaftion, Which being de- 
ny'd by the Vintagers of Aſftopia, a bloody 
War began between the two Kings of Aſo.

Immediately the 
Marſbal de Tonneure rais'd a great Army of 
Horſe and Foot,which he divided into Bactel, 
Vanguard and Rearguard, [In the Battel be 
Commanded in Perſon : the Vanguard he gave 
to the Duke of Plundermoſts, The Rearguard 
he commitrzd to the care of the famous Sieur 
Ferno-manes, an Old Olhcer whoſe Head had 
been twice cut off in Batte!, and twice ſow'd 
on again by the great Necromancer and Sur- 
geon Aqua Pendeme.

In the middle 
of the Night he ſtrook a Light,took Pen, Ink, 
and Paper, and wrote down a Liſt of all the 
Great Mcn in Aſtopia that he could think of 
to be fit for the lmployment ; and when he 
had done, he put his Firger 1 in the [nkhorn, 
and blotted 'em all out agen, In the midſt of 
this Perplexity, having put his Candic out a- 
gen, he compos'd himlclt to rut, and fo fell 
into a lumber. And then it was (for great 
Men undertaking great Enterprizcs are many 
times admoniſÞ'd in Viſions) then 1 fay it was 
that he theught he f:wa comly perſon mount- 
ed upon a ſtately Prancer, all in comp'cat Ar- 
mour, and a Launce i in his hand, with a fair 

Lady bebind him, ride up to his Bed de. To 
whom the Marſhal having paid his r: ſpe&t,the 
Apparition made a ſhort Specch, telling him,

Bur then 
for a Prince to have both his Legs, and the 
one half of his Thighs lopr, ſaw*'d, hack'd,._ 
hew*'d, torn and raſh'd off , and fo the third 
part of a mans length laid up in Lavender be- 
fore he has half done with them, I muſt necds. 
confeſs, [ do not very well approve of it. _ 

Theſe Conſiderations made him ſhrug up. 
his Shoulders, and he could have found in his 
heart to have ſent his Pardonnez; moy to the 
Arch Flamin, under pretence that he had bet. 
ter conſider*d ir. Not that there was any dan-. 
ger ig the World that could ſcare him,only he. 
was afraid leſt a little Powder andLead ſhould 
put a ſtop to his courage , and prevent him. 
from letting the World ſee the Strength of his; 
Arms, and Reſolution of his Mind. There. 
fore he was thinking one while abſolurely to. 
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decline the -Melech-like Service to which ke 
was invited, as having no mind to be a Mar- 
tyr to Bellona in; his young years, before he 
had taſted the ſofter pleaſures of the World, 
Bellona being no Saint in his Calendar ; and 
believing his Mother had Intereſt enough to 
procure kim a Scarlet Hat; which would be a 
more ealie way of living ; beſides , that if he 
found bis Courape meliorate hereafter, his be- 
ing initiated into the Ceremonies of the Pagans 
would be no higd'rance to him from being a 
oreat General when he had a mind to it.

Ricnd, Epiſtemon, quo the Palatine, l have 
F heard, that if a man comes into the world 
in his Mothers Smicket, he ſhall be the moſt 
fortunate man in the world, I cannot tell whe- 
ther 1 wereT> or no, Burt I ſhould beloth to 
truſt ro that. Forl can tell by experience that 
Womens Linnen is ſeldom proof againſt ſligh- 
ter Batteries than thoſe of a Cannon Buller.

I will 
not undertake it, Sir; for that Trade , like 
Painting in Glaſs, 1s quite loſt now : that Yak 
can, of whom you ſpoke laſt, never left his 
Receipt behind him. What can you do then? 
Can you make me ſuch a Sute of Armour as 
your Nameſake mace Ach:/es, that no human 
force could penetrate , full Cannon proot ? 
*Slife Sir, how can I do that, when a Cannon 
Bullet will make its way through the ſides of a 
Firſt Rate Ship three foot thick, all maſſic 
Oak ? Then you can do nothing : Alas Sir, 
theſe Cannon Bullets have quite ſpoil'd our 
Trade: for what (ſignifies it for men to buy 
Suits of Armour, when they ſignifie nothing ?

Courage, Maſter, allons, in no- 
mine Sanffe Marie. 

The Palatine lik'd this Projedt very well : 
However for more ſurety, he was reſolv'd that 
Vulcan ſhould make him a Sute of Armour to 
boot, Which the Armourer promiſed to Co, 
of Enchanted Tiffiny ſteep'd in the Blood of 
the Minotaur which Theſeus killPd ; of which 
= Armourer faid, he had above a Gallon 
efr, 

This tick!'d the Palatine more than any 
thing had been yer ſaid ; fo that he bid the 
Armourer go on and proſper.

Ow the Devil the Palatine came to know 
it, there is no author that makes menti- 
on, bur it ſeems it did come to his knowledge, 
how that Hercules receiv'd the greateſt part of 
his Education from a Phyfitian, This brought 
to his mind,that Herbs and-Flowers had many 
hidden Qualities and Operations upon the Ba- 
dy and Humours of Men : Some, encreas'd the 
blood,and ſome encreas'd choler;and how that 
Circe and Medea made uſe cf Herbs and Flow- 
ers,the Moſs of dead Mens Sku'ls,the Brains of 
Bats, and Livers of Porcupines, and ſuch like 
Ingredients in all their charms and enchant- 
ments: how the one boil'd her Father to a 
young man, and the other turn'd men into 
Swine: Upon theſe confiderations,the Palatine 
ſending for ſeveral Phylicians, ask'd them whe. 
ther the nature of man might not be alter'd 
by Diet : and whether there were not ſore 
forts of Diet more proper for a Souldier than 
others, This was a Queſtion he might have 
pur to half the Colledge of Phyſi:ians,and have 
been as wile as he was before, had it not been 
for one man that knew more than a'l the Reft, 
Who hearing the Queſtion propounded ſtay'd 
till all che reſt of the Doctors were gone ; and 
then 
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then addreſſing himſelf to the Palatine,Sir,faid 
He,l have heard your Queſtion,and underſtand 
what you mean. And therefore do bur obſerve 
my direCtions,and if you be not one of the moſt 
valiant men in the World, never trult me 
more. To which the Palatine conſenting, the 
Phyſician order'd him for his heſt courſe to 
feed upon nothing but the plucks or Entrails 
of Lyons, and the Marrow of Wolves, Bears 
and Typres: and for his ſecond courſe to eat 
nothing but game Cocks, and the Brains of 
Quails and Magpies, ( being a Bird particulars 
ly conſecrated to Mars) tor a Month or fix 
weeks together, & then to make him a Coat of 
aTan'd Elephants Skin,lin'd through with the

Victory was never the nearer. Which the 


Mars 
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Marſhal de Tonnenre beholding, theſe are brawe 
AQts indeed, quo he, bur at this rate we ſhall 
never carry away the Golden Fleece. *Slife,quo 
the Palatine to the Marſhal, what would you 
have meta do, Sir? I kill'd *em thrice and they 
would not die. I 2gree with ye, Noble Pala- 
tine quo the Marſhal ; therefore let's retreat for 
the preſent, and kill **m again when they are 
1g a berter humour. 

Ansther time, ſays the ſame Hiſtorian, the 
Marſhal was to march with his Army by a 
great Caſtle that ſtood in the middle of a wide 
Lake : but finding he could not paſs by, 
without being cru-lly gall'd by the great Guns 
from the Fort, he figaif'd his defire to have it 
taken in. Which when none of his Great Com- 
manders beſide would undertake, the Palatine 
readily undertook, To which purpoſe, he 
choſe out a Regiment of Dragoons,and ſhoeing 
" all the Horſes with Cork, he rode full (peed up 
to the Caſtle Walls. But when he came there, 
he call'd to mind that the Souldiers had left 
their Skaling Ladders behind them: and fo 
he was fan to gallop back again, not without 
ſame loſs, This was a brave attempt,you'l ſay ; 
and if the Palatine fail'd in the enterpriſe, it 
was not for want of Valour, but for want of 
Skaling Ladders.

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theſe Miſcarriages to Fortune , who was al- 
ways an Enemy to Vertue, However he gave 
the Pal. tine high Encomiums. Infomuch that 
falling Cangerouſly fick toward the latter end 
of the Campaign, and believing he ſhould die, 
he ſeat word to the Flamin Panourgus, that if 
he intended that the Aﬀairs of 4fopia ſhould 
ſper, he ſhould make choice of the Noble, 
alorous and Fortunate Palatine of Eboracum 
to ſucceed him.

Some 
ſiy,thatFame had taken a Mortal peek againſt 
the Palatme, and lay at Fortune night and day 
to ſtop the Progreſs of his growing renown, 
She alleadg'd that all the laſt Summer,ſhe had

| the Glory of his Herojck Actions,that ſhe was

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quite tir'd off her Legs; and that the Pinions 
of her wings-were {© ſore, that ſhe was hardly 
able to wagg *em : So that if any other great 
Captain ſhould have occaſion for her, ſhe knew 
not how to order her ({prats, And therefore be- 


ſought Fame to put a ſtop to the Career of the | 


Palatines Valour for a time till ſhe had ſtrength. 
en'd her wings with a Plaiſter of Oxycroceum 
and Paracelſus which ſhe had laid on for that 
purpoſe. Now in regard that Fame and For. 
tune pils both in a quill, Forrune,to do her Mi- 
nion Fame a kindneſs, goes to the Flamin Pa- 
nowrgus,and to leflen the Palatines Repuration, 
tells him there was no ſuch thing as the Palz- 
tines mowing down three Regiments at a time, 
and that the Adventure ot the Caſtle in the 
Lake was a meer ſtory. "Tis a queſtion whe- 
ther Panourgns would have believ'd it, or no, 
(for the News went for currant Coyn,and was 
printed and conhrm'd by all the Lntezzan Ga- 
ets) had it not been for an Exigent of Srate 


vhich Fortune impos'd upon the Flamin. For | 


ne Aſtopians finding that the Arraponian Bel. 
gians were too hard for'em, ſent away their 
Embaſladors to Olzverero Soldan of Albion, 
with four hundred Camels loaden with money 
to purchaſe his friendſhip and Aſſiſtance, The 
Soldan took their Maney, but told the Flamin 
withal that unleſs he ſent away the Palatine, 
and 
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and all that adher'd to him out of Afopis, 
he would keep the Money , and do notbing 
for it! Heavens Sir ! quo the Ambaſladours,as 
if ſuch a trifle as that could break any ſquares 
between Panourgus and the Soldan of Albion. 
What is the Palatine of. Eboracum to us? If 
be have done any thing for Us, which is more 
than we know, the Elamin does not intend to 
run away in his Debt, Bowgre Diabke, \:t.him 
go ; we hope we have in Aſtopia hive hundred 
as good as He, The Bulinefs being thus con- 
cluded, Panourgus who had his Brains well - 
boyl'd, had a Flea preſently ready to gut in 
bis Ear,and ſent him withour delay a Noſegay 
of Complements , to let him underſtand the 
reaſon ot the Meſlage : the Cogency of Afﬀairs 
that conſtrain'd him to it x aud the unexpreſ-

* they never ſaw them in their Lives ; the great 
and famous Atchievements of the Valiant Palg- 
tine having the ſame operation upon their A- 
Qtions, as their Majeſtick Behaviours and good- 
Iy Lineaments had upon his Eyes ; For Cupid's 
Darts do not always enter in at the Eyes, but 
ſometimes pierce through the Ears,as being the 
ſhorter cut to the heart, Who this Lady was, 
whether Dutcheſs, or Marchioneſs, or Viſcoun- 
zeſs,or plain my Lady, withourWelt or Guard,

being diſcover'd, the Mufije and the King of 
Aſtopia lent.the Palatine fifteen hundred thou- 
ſand Tuns of Aurum Potabile, to lull all thoſe 
Chriſtians »{l-ep that had any Eye upon their 
AQtions. They had alſo among them an In» 
chanted Mercuries Wand, made of pure Gold, 
with which it they did bur touch the Fore- 
head of a Chriſtian, he fell into a profound 
Caros, and never wak'd zgain, And thus the 
Muftze, the Ring of Aftopta, and the Palatine, 
were a combin'd Triumwirate to grind all the 
Chriſtians to Powder, as the chick Captain of 
the Hebrews did the Golden Calf,and ro ftrew 
the duſt of their powder'd Carcaſles in the 
wind, 

In order to this Deſiga, it was concluded in 
the firſt piece to deſtroy the Belgians, For at 
that time the Chriſtians of Be/grwm, and the 
Chriſtians of Albion werein League together,

But the King of Alb;on not being fo careful 
of his Herring-Pond as he ſhould have been, 
the Belgians attracted by the great noiſe of the 
Gain which was made by this golden Fiſh,in- 
vaced the King of Albion's Herring.Pond, ſay- 
mg,that the King of Albion had no more right 
tothe Herring: Pond than they,fince the wide 
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Sea was cominon to all, there being no Land 
Marks, Maunds, Fences nor Hedges todiſtin- 
guiſh Propricty upon the Ocean: and thus in 
a ſhort time the Belgians made more Profit of 
the King of Albion's Herring-Pond than he

Pond : and with that he left his under-ground 
Palace, and remov'd to the Forreſt of Sax 
Facomo ; moreover, he took up Lodgings in 
Alba Regal it ſelf, where the Ring kept his 
Court ; where he lay day and night at the 
K. of Albion, to incenſe him againſt the Bek 
gians, Sir, quo he, the Belgians rob your Her- 
ring-Pond : can you fit ſtill and ſuffer ſuch an 
Aftront ? How (hal | help it ? quo the King. 
Beat 'em, quo the Palatine, "T's ſoon faid,quo 
the King, With that in a great Rage,quo the 
Palatine, ſay but the word , and Ile do the 
work with twoor three Oyſter-Boats. Is not 
all the Sea yours that pn ow Domi- 
nions ? Nay, does not your chit Juſticiary's 
Warrant reach as far ag, a man may ken Land, 
and (ſhall your Power 6 conhind?

He War being thus agrced upon , the 
King of 4/5;m- made the Palatine his 
Archithalaſſus; and to him commutred the 
whole Care and Management of this Bloody 
Conteſt.

rigg'd out a Stupendious Fleer, much bigger 
than Agamemnen's when he fail'd againſt 
Troy, tho* it coſt Homer halt the Second Book 
of his Iliads to give a Lift of the Ships and 
Commanders.

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He that bid the Archow of Londinum kifs his 
rail, when he was upon the Adruntaims of Alta. 
Portaghad as good a heart, as he that ſpoke the

gave it ſuch a gaſh,th.it it hung meeriy by one 
Thread, So thac the Pa'arime having thus ren-

while * 
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while the Belgians and Albioniaus were en» 
pap*d in a bloody War by Sea, that the hun- 
gry Flames ſhould banquet upon the Inland 
Strength and Riches of Albion at the ſanie 
time ihat the 4Aſfopran Hector was ranſacking 
the Bowels of the lower Belgaum, Which they 
thought the ſureſt way to ruine both the ore 
and the other, One thing however very n.uch 
troubi'd the Palatine, that be thought to 
have bzen Archithalaſſus again in this ſame ſe- 
cond War, But the, Alb; mians offended at his 
ill and diſhonourable Condudtt of the hit war, 
exclaim'd againſt him and would by no means 
luſter him to go. S9 that the Ring of Aibion 
was forc'd to keep him at home under the 
ſpecious pretence of his care not to hazard the 
Fortune of Albion. However to content him, 
he gave him full power to ru'e the rosſt in his 
Counſels at home as he pleas'd himſelt, But not- 
withſtanding this great Authority which was 
pur into his Hznds, the Palatine was not fa- 
tish'd, but fum'd and foam'd becauſe he was 
not made Archithalaſlus. Fer the Solcan of 
Alzion had made wo Archithalaſſus's in his 
ſtead, the Teutonic Prince and th: Dzvcnian

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Glory amd render their Proweſs and Experi- 


ence inefletual. To this purpoſe he conſulred : 


his grand Counſel of Loyolifs, who advisd 
him to divide the Al-ionian Navy,thereby to 
expoſe the whole to utter Ruin.

For as the Annals of thoſe times report, 
it wasto have delv'd under the Seq trll he came to 
the Shore of the lower Belgium, and ſo to have un- 
dermin'd all the Country as far as Hltrajeiium 
one way, to the ſtrong Town of Obtricum another 
way, in order tothe blowing up of all rhe Confede- 
rated Belgium, Towns, Cities, Families, Men, Wo- 
men, Virgins, Children, Cattel and all.

To 
which purpoſe they nointed the hoofs of all their 
Sea- horles, with parts of the Ous of Silentium 
and Celeritas, I” —_—_ forth betumes an the 
morning, by the means of a large Curtain which 
the Silver-ſl:pper'd Iris drew before them, made of 
the ſame ſtuff as her own Garments ; only that it 
was not of fo many colours, nor embroder'd with 
the Sun-beams, they fell undiſcover'd upon the 4l- 
bionians, before they perceiv'd that any Enemy was 
near them. And it is verily thought that che Bel» 
£ians had thendeſtroy'd all the Albionian Sea-hories,

tyranrus, Cacafiexipolis, Cacodemon, Ocnos, Hamoter, 
and ſeveral others of the ſame gang, that he made 
them httle or no anſwer.

But when I challeng'd them, they would 
not come out to me; and now they are come to 
me, I ſcorn togo out to them. 

Spoke like your ſelf, far dreaded Palatine, cry'd 
one of his Hibernian Argonauts, by name Pampone-- . 
ros; and at the ſame time lifting to his Noſe a 
whole Punch-bowl of Lotos- berry Brandy, nega a 
health to the Perdition of the Belgians ; which the 
Palatine pledging, fell into ſuch a _—_ Trance, 
that he became altogether inſenhble of the great 
Truſt which the Albjonians had reposd 1n him. For 
ſuch 1s the nature of the Lotos frurt, that whoever 
drinks the Liquor where it1s infus'd, preſently for- . 
gets his Native Country. Others ſay, that he was 


enchanted by the terrible Necromancer Prodotes, 
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who hada great Aſcendent over the Palatine in eve-

call'd the Knight , of the pointed Mountain was 
drowned, for want of timely aid, in the Ocean, and - 
that the Princely Facomo, one of the beit Sea- Mone 
ſters the Albioniars had, after ſbe had laid abouther 
like an Hoſt of Amazons, and-with. her brazen 
Heels and Iron jaws had kickt two Belgian Incendiary 
Tewers, to the bottor-of the Sca, and had rent and 
torn and mangl'd ſeveral others of the Belgian Pe- 
g4ſus's, that they were no longer able to endure the 
rowling of the Waves, was at length for want of 
due Succor ſacrificed roNeptune,by a daring Belgian. 
Incendiary ; and that ſeveral others of the brave

Poor creatures ! they fought blindfold, not under- 
fanding the myſterious depth of my defign in this 
tame Belgian War,to waſte the wealth and valour of- 
the Rebeſlious Albionians. The curſe of Antichriſt 
light upon the lazy Goz and Mazoz for Ropping thus” 
atan Adamantin Rock.

H E Palatine was ſo overjoy'd with his Moun- 
tain of Gold, and fo raviſh'd with the extra- 
ordinary Accompliſhments of the Princeſs of Demo- 
nia, that he made it his ſtudy to rivet himſelf into 
her favour and affection, and ſought all opportuni- 
nes to continue the ugh opinion the had of his Va- 
lour and Condu&, ard of his being one of the grea- 
teſt Champions in,the World. Nor was it lorg be- 
fore Fortune, whoſe Darling and Minion he was, 
preſented him with one for aNew-yearsGift.For the 
Chinabe:fians, the Coſtrdi, and the penſonpaſtiggiane, 
a wild and ſavage lort.of People, with whom the 
Albjonjians had been at continual Wars for ſome 
hundreds of years, but could never ſo ſubdue them, 
but that they recruited againin ſpite of their teeths, 
being fall aſſiſted by the Crembollians and Henegghi- 
ans, believing that now was their time to recover 
their Liberty, it they could bur ſtrike a Terrour into 
the Albionians by overcoming the Palatine upon 
whom the Albionians de as as the Antient Phi- 
liftines did upon their pions ofGath,ſent tothe 
Palatine, more fool-hardy than prudent, as they 
were, to meet 'em fairly in the Plains of Drapers- 
hallia, there to determine the feud which had 
lo long berween them and the Alþjonians.

three Bodies. The Chinabeefians V d, 
the Venſonpeftiggians the Mam Batteland the Co- 
ftardi the Rearguard. The Tyrian-Fetherians on the 
other fide being n_ by the Palatine, with all the 
Skill and forefight of a prudent Captain. The Pala- 
tine made them a ſhort Harangue, wherein he gave 
them to underftand, © That they were not now to 
*fight for their Religion, their Eſtates, and their 
© Wives and Children, but for what was dearer than

* fignified Religion, Eſtates, Wives & Childrengf they

and carrying away great pieces of the fides, and 
whole corners of the walls of their Fortifications, 
the Yenſonpaſtiegians were left naked to the fury of 
their Enemies, and all deſtroy'd every Mothers Son 

Which the Coſtardi ſeeing, would fain have made 
their eſcapes, but being ſurrounded on every fide, 
they were forc'd to run the ſame Fate with their 
Confederates. So that the Victory to us immorrtal! 
Renown remain'd entire to the Palatine.
